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Be Courteous. 


The Gospel covers the whole life of 
the christian. It touches his experi- 
ence at every point. It tends to make 
him a better, broader, nobler man in 
all the relations of life. That is a poor 
pretense of piety which contents itself 
with prayers while violating the social 
proprieties. Not only is impudence or 
poorish rudeness intolerable in one pro- 
{essing a religion of love, but no sort of 
incivility is prompted by that spirit of 
which the life of the Savior afforded 
the most perfect example. Courtesy, 
then, is rightfully counted among the 
christian graces. For, in its highest, 
truest type, it is the outgrowth of the 
Christ-like spirit. It is begotten of a 
love as comprehensive as it is intense. 
Christian love alone includes everybody 
in its scope, and treats with kindness: 
all classes and conditions of men. To 
regard those of our own class with 
special affection while treating with 
contempt those whom we think beneath 


us, is not true courtesy. The Christ- |. 


like love is as considerate of the feel- 
ings of the lowly and the despised as of 
those who hold the most commanding 
positions in society. Piety without po- 
liteness 18 crippled in its exercise and 
doubtful in its development. That 
grace is very defective in quality and 
very limited in degree which fails to 
secure true delicacy in us, and sincere 
regard for the feelings of others. True 
courtesy makes us considerate of the 
prejudices of those with whom we come 
in contact; especially when those 
prejudices seem to them matters of 
principle, and are held as convictions 
of the conscience. Hardly anything 
should be held more sacred by us than 
the inner sanctuary of the soul, the 
conscience: It may need to be enlight- 
ened, but it should not be rudely des- 
erated. It may need cleansing, but 
we have no commission with sacrile- 
gious hand to batter and demolish it. 
True courtesy demands of us that we 
make due allowance for diversities of 
education, and for varieties of disposi- 
tion and chysical temperament, which 
necessarily help to shape the character, 
to fix the habits, and to affect the modes 
of thought. It will help us to exercise 
charity even for those who. fall into 
error, if we try to put ourselves in their 
place and accustom ourselves to look at 
their acts and opinions from their point 
of view, before we venture, without 
qualification, to condemn them. Nor, 
when we find occasion to rebuke or 
condemn, shall we be unduly severe, and 
delight to give pain to those who may 
deserve punishment. We may firmly 
withstand an error, rebuke a wrong, or 
correct a fault, when public interest or 
loyalty to truth requires it. But even 
this may be done in such a spirit as not 
to violate the rules of good breeding. 

ainly it may be done without any 
cruel delight in torturing the culprit. 

The’ true gentleman will never need- 
lessly wound a sensitive spirit. And 
the christian gentleman is doubly bound 
to treat even the faults and fallacies of 
men in such a manner as shall be best 
adapted to reform the errorist and evil- 

doer. To capture a moral enemy is 
better than to wound or kill him. It 
Were well for our own peace and com- 
lort to cultivate affable manners and a 
courteous spirit. There is hardly any- 
thing more comfortable to carry than 
a2 amiable disposition. But even if it 
caused us some discomfort, the obliga- 
tion could hardly be less to cultivate 
and illustrate this spirit for the sake of 
the increased influence for good which 
it gives, Th courteous christian makes 
warm friends, disarms enmities, quiets 
Prejudices, wins confidence, and gains 
& larger constituency, a wider scope, 
and a stronger power to resist error 
and to propagate the truth. It was no 
devout weakling accustomed to sacri- 
tee Principle to policy, but it was’ that 
nighty moral hero, Peter--one of the 
bravest champions of truth--who said, 

“Be courteous.”

We have received ‘‘ The Eighteenth 
Annual Report of the American Con- 
gregationel Association.” ‘The object 
of the association appears from the 
2d article of the Constitution,which we 
transcribe: 

‘Art. II. The object of this Associa- 
tion shall be to secure the erection, in 
the city of Boston, of a CONGREGATIONAL 
House for the meetings of the body, 
the accommodation of its library, and 
for the furtherance of its general pur- 
poses; to found and perpetuate a library 
of books, pamphlets, and manuscripts, 
and a collection of portraits and relics 


within the limits of its charter—shall 
serve to illustrate. Congregational. his- 
tory and promote the general. interests 
of the Congregational churches.” 

For this most desirable, and indeed 
necessary object, $150,000 have been 
raised; and to carry out the plan in 
full, $400,000 will be required. Suita- 
ble buildings have been purchased, in 
Boston, in a central and desirable loca- 
tion. Payment of one dollar makes 
any member of a Congregational church 
& member for life of this association. 
Every church of our order should have 
at least one representative on the list. 

Littell’s Living Age-has an article, re- 
printed from Blackwood, which has cre- 
ated a good deal of “‘sensation” in

‘* Be courteous” is one of the i injunc- 
tions of a chief apostle. Some people 
treat the last two syllables as exple- 
tive, and use the direction as if it were 
written: ‘‘ Be curt!” There are times 
when it is well to be short. There are 
not many times when it is well to be! 
long. ‘‘ Brevity is the soul of wit.” 
But some brevities have no wit in them, 
nor grace, nor politeness. Men, in 
some positions, can be excused, if they 
are bluff and short, because imperti- 
nence obtrudes upon them. But other 
men, in other positions, have no right 
to be curt, and to ‘‘snub” people; be- 
cause they are expected to come in con- 
tact with all sorts of persons, and to be 
asked all sorts of questions. Railway 
officers belong to this latter class. 
They should avoid anything like that 


which has become a by-word. Within 
a fortnight, we have had occasion to 
call at the offices of two different rail- 
way-corporations, in this city, on simi- 
lar errands to each of them. At one, 
the . officer was genial, considerate, 
courteous, good-natured, and kind. 


quick, curt, unfeeling, and disagree- 
able. True, the subject-matter we had 
to put before him had no money in it; 
it was rather an unwelcome matter than 
otherwise. It did not affect him, per- 
sonally. It was as unpleasant a matter 
to us as it could be to him. It inter- 
rupted our work as truly as it did his. 
It took hours of our time, and required 
only a few minutes of his.

The telegraph has revolu- 
tionized many kinds of business, and is 
changing all the relations of time to 
our human affairs. Morse is from a 
New England clerical family; was a 
painter in early life; has always been a 
modést, sober, industrious, reverent 
man; and we are proud to call him an

A weex after the Morse ovation in 
America, the Emperor William lst, of 
Germany, made his triumphal entry 
into Berlin, the capital of his empire, 
followed by kings, dukes, princes, and 
other grand officials, in all the gorgeous- 


parade. No doubt it was a dazzling 


the van of the procession moved up the 


splendid monument to Frederick the 
Great, and halted farther on to inaug- 
urate a statue to another of Prussia’s 
men of renown. 

The Emperor William is a distin- 
guished, but not a great, man. Allthe 
greatness he has, has been thrust upon 


he was nothing more than a stern, ar- 
bitrary, despotic, old soldier, going’ by 
routine—a kind of rigid machine-man. 
He was Prince Regent when we saw 
him ata review, in the Unter den Lin- 
den, in 1860. He was tall, erect; be- 
whiskered, and gray at the time, but 
had not the white mustache and great 
flow of beard, with which he is now 
represented. ‘‘ Circumstances” have 
done, it would seem, as much for him 
as they can ever do foraman. Hewill 
have a historic name. He may have a 
statue in his honor, after he is dead. 
But if his fame had depended on his 
learning or genius, he would never have 
been famous. To compare him with 
such a man as Morse were absurd. We 
hope the-time is coming when a civic 
triumph will have, round the world, the 
grandest acclaim, and a war triumph. 
will be but a moderate affair. Christian- 
ity sets the Prince of Peace at the head 
of her kingdom, and our civilization 
will not be thoroughly christianized till 
it is able to do the same thing, and 
do it naturally, appreciatively, and 
heartily.

On this account, English: brick-makers, 
especial] those in the vicinity of large 
cities, add the-ashes of hard coal, and 
other materials «collected in’ towns, to 
their stiff clays, Such clays may often 
be used to advantage, if there i is @ Sup- 
ply of good. plastering-sand in 
vicinity, from‘ which supplies ‘may -be 
drawn. Loam, on the contrary, is 
often too. loose to make good, compact 
brick, unless some stiff elay, lime, or 
both, ‘be added, to bind ‘the mass ‘to- 
gether. 

The advantage of lime " brick-earth 
is two-fold. It acts mechanically in 
diminishing the construction of bricks, 
while drying; while, in burning, it op- 
erates as a flux, combining with a por- 
tion of the silica of the clay; or with 
uncombined sand, and forming a sort 
of glass. In this way, it corrects the 
effects of an overdose of sand;added to 
stiff clays; while loams require the 
lime, not only to fill up the pores'in 
their structure, but to bind the in- 
gredients together in a chemical way. 
With this explanation, it is obvious 
that superior bricks may be made from 
a mixture of loam and marl. 

In many instances, the lime is not 
minutely divided, but is found in the 
clay in pieces’ of considerable : size. 
Wherever this is the case, its presence 
is sure to be injurious. Ordinarily, 
lime is found in nature; in: the form of 
a carbonate. During ‘the process of 
burning, the heat is sufficient to drive 
off the carbonic acid, the same as is 
done in a lime-kiln. The gas is forced 
to make a passage through the sur- 
rounding clay, which has become quite 
hard before the heat was sufficient to 
expel the gas. In this way, the bricks 
are sometimes cracked, and, at other 
times, minute holes are made in them. 
But this is not the only trouble; for, 
allowing the brick escapes destruction 
in the kiln, it will very soon be destroy- 
ed afterwards, if itis. placed. in.an ex-| 
posed situation. Even compact bricks 
absorb moisture, and this moisture, 
finding its way to the piece: of time, 
which is now in the form of quick- lime, 
causes it to slack. While slacking, 
the lime expands from its union with 
water, and if the piece is of sufficient 
size, it will exert force enough — to 
break the brick in two, or to cause a 
piece of it to flake off.” A ‘piece of 
limestone no larger than a pea 38 very 
certain to do this. 

Clay, or other earths, to be saadinhle 
for brick-making, must then be free 
from pieces of limestone of any consid- 
erable size. It is also important that 
it be free from gravel. ‘As rules estab- 
lished by scientific investigations are 
not available for testing clays, we can 
only determine their worth by experi- 
ment. It may be remarked that color 
is a very uncertain guide. The natural | 
color of clays is often due to the pres- 
ence of vegetable matter, which entire- 
ly disappears during the process: of 
burning. The presence of stones or 
gravel of considerable size, may. be de-| ; 
termined by the use of the spade and 
hoe. It would be advisable, for test- 
ing clays, to procure a set of molds, 
such as are used by brick-makers, or to 
make a mold of the required size. By 
means of this,a number of _ bricks 
could be molded from clays and earths 
from different parts of the farm, and 
from samples taken from different 
depths.— Prairie Farmer.
